We have come by various 
routes to the UK to apply 

for political asylum.Since | 
we have arrived we have been 
transferred fron one prison

Detention Centre,were put on 
a bus at 9,30 оп May 25th. 
Five more Kurdish refugees, 
who had .been detained at 
Harmondsworth Detention Сеп-! 
trer, joined us оп the bus.A , 
total of 18 of us set off, 
under police guard,wondering 
anxiously where we were bei- 
ng taken.After a long journ- 
ey we arrived at Winchester 
Prison where we were taken 
“into a waiting room, accompa- 
nied by police and police 
dogs.Our belongings were ta- 
ken away and after a while 
names were read out and four

Since May 2nd over 3000 Kurdish refugees have 
arrived in London, fleeing areas in South-east 
Turkey where they face a continued wave of per- 
secution from the Turkish military regeime.Many 
have been recieved by community organisations | 
іп Hackney(North-east London), though’ latter ar- 
rivals have been imprisoned in Winchester,Exet- 
er and Gloucester prisons,while’ the racist bur- 
eaucrats at the Home Office process their аррі- 
ications for political asylum. 

Many of the imprisoned refugees will not have 
their applications looked at until early 1990, 
which means being detained for over а year. 

At the time of writing(25/6/89),thirty of the 
imprisoned refugees have taken to a hunger str- 
ike,demanding the immediate recognition of 
their asylum rights and against the treatment 
they are recieving inside the prison walls (see 
below). 


TOWARDS FORTRESS EUROPE 


In an attempt to stop more Kurdish refugees 
seeking political asylum in.the UK,the governm- 
ent have announced the imposition of further 
immigration controls.From June 27th all visito- 
rs from Turkey must have а visa aswell as a 
pessport (often impossible for Kurds to obtain 
from the Turkish authorities).

Government ministers have been quick to adopt

An estimated 20,000 people had come 
tonight,from all across the country to 
hear Graham spew forth his own brand 
of well-versed religious bullshit. 

We managed to get into the packed 
arena and eager not to blow our cover 
joined in the sing-a-long of hymns, 
rising to our feet every now and then 
to clap Cliff Richard and the other 
religious hacks.Then after an hour or 
so on came the man himself....here's 
Billy!! 

We gave him five minutes to réally 
let rip,you know,how he has this pers- 
onal relationship with God and how we 
should all be asking him for forgive- 
ness for our terrible. sins etc,then 
1,2,3..00! to the front of the 
balcony and a fumbled attempt to get 
out the banner, 'RELIGION,CAN ANYONE 
MAKE SENSE OF IT?!',leaflets chucked 
over to the passive mass below us and 
then everything turned a little blurr- 
ed a several thousand heads turned to 
hear our disruption. 


There's ol' Billy Boy raving on abo- 
ut the “evils of materialism and greed", 
with not even a murmur of his fat sala- 
ry of £36,000 a year(plus generous hou- 
sing grant of £12,000),aswell as his 
organisation having assets totalling 
£70 million. 

With shouts of,"How about giving some 
of your cash to the people who really 
need it like the homeless and the peop- 
le in the Third World?","No Gods,No ma- 
sters” and "Religion is death/slavery" 
etc,we were bundled by the security and 
thrown out of the arena.These scum сег- 
tainly knew their stuff,applying painf- 
ul arm-locks etc.We thought some of 
them were probably from the Christian 
Police Association(!!),who'd volunteer- 
ed their services as stewards. 

One cf us wefe lucky not to have a 


broken arm after these thugs ejected us. 


Still,a good night out and hopef- 
ully we'd shown the Billy Graham 
circus, even with our small action, . 
that some of us want to live here 
and now,not spend a living-death 
waiting for a non-existant life in 
some future heaven. 


*Four days later,six people returned. 
This time Graham had to stop ranting 
for quite awhile as the. protesters 
let off an air-horn and unfurled a 
banner, saying, "BELIEVE IN EACHOTHER, 
NOT IN GOD!".One person managed to 
chain themselves to railings in the 
arena,but unfortunately the chain 
broke and they were bundled out of

This year saw the usual blockade by 
cops and private security firms around 
Stonehenge in an attempt to stop peop- 
le from reaching the stones to celebr- 
ate the Summer Solstice.A 4-mile excl- 
usion zone was enforced around. the 
area and this was backed-up by hundre- 
ds cf riot-police drafted in from the 
surrounding counties,police helicopte- 
rs(using searchlights etc). 

About 500 people tried to converge 
on the stones from three different 
sites, but were well-outnumbered by the 
cops,who nicked 261 of them.More arre- 
sts took place on the A303 just outsi- 
de Amesbury and a special court was 
set up in Salisbury the next day.Most 
of those arrested were charged under 
section 13 of the Public Order Act ала 
fined around £50 each.

As several thousand Muslims,led by 
Islamic fundamentalists,met for a 
protest march against Salman Rushdie - 
in Dewsbury,West Yorkshire on June 
24th, the British National Party org- 
anised a counter-rally (obviously in 
an attempt to capitalise оп the гес- 
ent anti-Muslim/Asian hysteria whip- 
ped up in the press). 

Fortunately,hundreds of local Asi- 
an youth,not content to listen to 
the anti-Rushdie rhetoric of their 
Islamic elders,chose to leave their 
march and together with local anti - 
fascists sought out the BNP scum to 
run them out of town, 

Police in riot gear moved in and 
arrested 59 people, but not before 
the nazis were chased off,shop wind- 
ows smashed,cops injured and a pub 
(thought to be sympathetic to the 
fascists) trashed, 


Meanwhile,the British National Pa- 
rty have recently opened up а books- 
hop/headquarters in Welling,Kent. 

"Opened up" isn't really the right 
phrase as the scum have had to keep 
all the windows boarded up and the 
door closed іо “һе general public. 

At a meeting in June,held by the 
local Labour Party(who want to work 
within the law to close the place 
down),around 50 BNP storm-troopers 
managed to get inside the hall and 
attack those attending the meeting. 

When the local police turned up, 
(а bit late like usual!),they stopp- 
ed the meeting from going on any fu- 
rther saying that they could only 
leave one officer there to make sure 
the fascists didn't try to storm in 
again.Likely story!

Edwin Carr,a 39-year old black man 
from Camberwell, South-London,was arre- 
sted on June 28th,accused by the cops 
of being a hash dealer.At 9pm that ni- 


` ght three plain-clothes police raided 


his home, "looking for drugs"”,arrested 
him and dragged him off to Carter Str- 
eet Police station.An hour later his 
girlfriend recieved а рһопе-са11 from 
the cops saying that he'd been rushed 
to King's College hospital after, they 
say, "suddenly falling 111" at the 
station.When he reached the hospital 
doctors had to put him on a life supp- 
ort machine.He was later certified as 
being brain dead and realising his co- 
ndition was not improving within a 
week the machine was switched off. 

Edwin Carr,a healthy man at the time 
of his arrest by the three cops,was *

Five days after the arrest of Carr, 
on July 2nd,Jamie Stewart, a 22 year 
old black youth of Stamford Hill,North 
London,was nicked by police who said 
he was driving a stolen BMW. 

Protesting his innocence(the car 
belonged to him) and eager not to be 
seperated from two young children and 
a 16-year old youth who were paasengers 
in the саг, (апа obviously fearing what 
most young blacks fear when getting 
dragged іп by the cops...death),Jamie 
bravely resisted arrest.Beaten up, 
handcuffed and thrown into the back of 
the pig van he was taken away.By 1.3 
the next morning Jamie was dead. 298.8 
...Беабеп to death by а gang of racist 
pigs at Holloway Police Station. 

The next day the cops held a hurried 
press conference and eager to cover up 
this brutal murder tried to say that 
he'd died as a result of swallowing an 
amount of cocaine at the police station 
to stop the cops from finding it on him. 
Witnesses state that Jamie was given a 
thorough search in the street when the 
cops were arresting him,even being 
forced to drop his trousers,though the 
cops didn't find any drugs on him then. 

The cops have said the case is to be 
investigated by the Police Complaints 
Authority (a body made up of other cops), 
hoping to calm things down a bit...and so 
another two black men have been added to 
the long list of racist murders at the 
hands of the police.Something tells me 
the black community aren't gonna take 
much more of this shit sitting down.....-

In recent months the struggle against 
compulsory military service has escalated, 
with 100's of young people declaring them- 
selves to be TOTAL REFUSERS,not going to 
the army service and also refusing the new 
alternative military service which the 
state has brought in to try and solve the 
‘problem’. 

When you refuse military service and are 
classed as an objecter you get called up 
again for the alternative service.So far 
there has been 3 rounds of 2nd call-ups 
and each time objecters,with support demos 
have presented themselves to the military 
governor to declare themselves total obje- 
cters and be arrested.But the state has 
shown weakness,maybe because everyone is, 
passively,against the military, (up to 90% 
against in Catalunya and Euskadi).Normally 
they just arrest 2 or 3 at each centre, ap- 
parently at random.This provokes in every 
case so far a series of demos,sit-ins, 
chain-ins,marches to the prisons,etc. 

So far in each case the state has backed 
down and let the objecters go within a 
month,to face possible court cases later. 

To declare yourself a Total Refuser is 
to go against the state and all it stands 
for,so the anti-military movement is main- 
ly an anarchist struggle,with the lefties, 
parties. and unions (except the anarcho- 
syndicalist CNT-AIT) keeping clear or giv- 
ing passive approval.Nor have the radical 
Catalan and Basque nationalists become 
seriously involved,they want their own 
army after their revolution. 

It's a case of a large number of local 
support groups all’ over the country, 

Mili KK,and MOC,Movement of Conscientious 
Objecters which co-ordinates and does legal 
work.The alternative info groups, ANA,Tas- 
Tas,Upa and Contra, (and Eko),also have an 
important job,it's difficult to keep up 
with the literally hundreds of actions of a 
decentralised movement.The aim now is to 
tell people ‘you can get away with it' and
